in ring experience over Hart, havinr 
fought his first fight in 1897, -while 
Hart made his Initial bow to the pub- 
lic as a pugilist in 1900. 


Root lost to Gardiner twice ,-and to 


Tommy Ryan once. During- his early 
ring career when he 
was

.around 158 pounds, he disposed of all 
his men in decidedly short order 


In addition to the fight for the heavy 


weight championship the promoters are 
working on a plan to pull off a bis 
lightweight contest. Britt and Nelson 
have been suggested, but it is doubtful 
if James Edward could be Induced' vo 
come 'to this high altitude or that he 
would fight outside of California 


It is rumored that he will refuse to 


fight Nelson, in which event it would 
leave the little Dane without an en- 
gagement. It is believed that a contest 
might be brought off here with any 
pair of a half dozen little men, who 
would put up a fight that would be 


a hummer.
